CANDLES COMMITTEE DECIDE TO CALL IT A DAY ON UNIQUE FUNDRAISER

ORGANISERS of the hugely successful 
Candles on the Cobb in Lyme Regis have 
decided they will not be holding the unique 
fundraiser again. 

After 16 years and having raised a total of £130,000, 
the Candles on the Cobb (COTC) committee - fronted 
by co-founders, deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs 
and former town crier Phil Street - have unanimously 
agreed to close down the organisation. 

The committee first held the spectacular and emo¬ 
tional event, which saw 5,000 candles bought in 
memory of loved ones light up Lyme’s historic Cobb 
harbour, in 2000 and subsequent events were held in 
2003, 2005, 2008, 2012 
- and 2015, each increas-

ing in popularity. 

The first event raised 
£7,500 and the last - 
watched by a record 
crowd of tens of thou¬ 
sands - made £40,000, 
with funds split between 
national charities and 
local youth causes. 

National charities to 
benefit over the past 16 
years have included 
Great Ormond Street 
Children’s Hospital, Help 
for Heroes, Diabetes Re¬ 
search, Cancer Research 
UK and CLIC Sergeant, 
Devon Air Ambulance, 
Dorset & Somerset Air 
Ambulances, and Make a 
Wish UK, while the com¬ 
mittee’s local legacy has 
included construction of 
the pavilion on Anning 
Road playing field as 
well as donations to 
many youth organisa¬ 
tions.

ELIZABETH Sporne is a portrait artist living in 
Bridport. 

As well as working in her studio - 'Studio in 
the Attic' - in Bridport's Art and Vintage Quar¬ 
ter on the St Michael's Trading Estate, she can 
also be found working Snooks hat shop on 
West Street. 

She is actively involved with the Bridport Hat 
Festival and Art@Eype exhibition, which took 
place in July, and she will be taking part in 
Bridport and West Dorset Open Studios until 
August 29th, her third exhibition in as many 
months. 


• WHAT inspired you to become a portraitist? 

Portraits became my 'thing 1 whilst at Colfox School 
in Bridport. Inevitably I went on to art college but 
then found I had to earn a living, so sidestepped into 
graphics, firstly in London. 

I spent some years abroad then on returning to the 
UK began more than 20 years in magazines, moving 
across the industry to ultimately write and edit for 
sailing titles and illustrate gardens. 

Family circumstances led me back to live in Brid¬ 
port five years ago, but that still meant commuting 
400 miles a week to work. A year of that was enough; 
in 2012 I quit the magazines to settle here properly 
and try getting back to painting. 



It's a very full-on few days and, hopefully, more 
than enough to keep everyone entertained. 


• WHAT will you be doing for Bridport and West 
Dorset Open Studios? 

It's more than midway through Bridport & West 
Dorset Open Studios (BOS) now. All participating 
artists were invited to submit three small (6x9in) 
works for the launch show last Thursday at Eype 
Church Centre for the Arts -1 have three little por¬ 
traits up there; one collected a red dot (sold) on the 
night, which put a big smile on my face. 

The main thrust of BOS is, of course, the opening of 
(mainly) artists'own studios; mine, Studio in the Attic 
in the Art & Vintage Quarter on St Michael’s Estate in 
Bridport, which I share with my pal, creative photog¬ 
rapher Sally Davies, is open throughout the ten days 
of the exhibition, right through Bank Holiday Mon¬ 
day. When I’m not at my other jobs I’m there, 10am- 
5pm, chatting to visitors as I work and hoping that 
some of them want to commission a portrait of their 
own! 


• TELL us a bit more about the hat festival. What 
can people expect this year? 

Every year the hat festival aims to be even more of 
the same big, happy, good-natured celebration of 
hats... but always with a few new twists. Two main 
changes will be apparent this time: the first is by ne¬ 
cessity, with the ’fun 1 competitions trailer setting up 
in Bucky Doo alongside the Pop Club stage, rather 
than the arts centre forecourt, due to the building 
work there, but the second is that the ’Fringe 1 is really 
taking off, with several associated events appearing 
under the HatFest umbrella - and helping to raise 
money for our charities. 

I’ll be racing around on Saturday night, trying to get 
from watching the bands on The MoonFayre stage in 
the Art & Vintage Quarter (St Michael’s Estate), loop¬ 
ing down to the ceilidh at St Mary's Church House, 
back up to the Ropemakers for Jack Scrumpy and the 
Moonshiners, across to the Market House for the 
casino evening then up to the Chapel in the Garden 
for the beat safari dance party. But not necessarily in 
that order. 

And that's in addition to everything else on offer, 
which besides Saturday's packed programme (in¬ 
cluding my favourites, the best hatted dogs at Mil¬ 


lennium Green) also takes in the Ropemakers’ Tues¬ 
day quiz, the hat auction on Thursday, our patron 
Hank Wangford’s concert on Friday (this year at the 
Electric Palace) right through to the tea dance on 
Sunday at the Bull. 


• WHAT do you like to do in your free time? 

Haha, what free time? Between two jobs, the studio, 
exhibitions and the hat festival, I don’t have much 
free time... I used to travel and sail, often go to Lon¬ 
don for clubs or shows, and sing, sometimes, but 
these days my fun mainly happens right here. 

To be honest, our little town punches so far above 
its weight in terms of things to do, I have enough 
trouble keeping up with that. I do still enjoy a good 
bop, though. 



• DO you have a favourite piece of artwork you 
have painted? 

Of my recent efforts the portrait of my good friend 
Anthony Hurst, which I did just over a year ago, is the 
one that pleases me most. For me it was a bit of 
breakthrough, in both style and accomplishment, 
and he was thrilled with it, which was very gratifying. 
But otherwise, at home I have portraits of my parents 
that I did in my teens, I’ll always keep those.

• WHICH artists have inspired you the most and 
why? 

So many, how to choose? Stanley Spencer - his por¬ 
traits are those that I feel the most affinity with, and 
I so admire his work. Turner - he captured light in a 
then wholly-new way, it’s just sublime. And Artemisia 
Gentileschi - a renowned Italian painter of the 1600s, 
when women in such careers were rare; not just for 
her work, remarkable though it is, but for what she 
went through to produce it.

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Reprieve for rotunda as councillors 
sign last minute rescinding motion 


SIX town councillors signed a motion to 
stop the Marine Theatre’s advertising ro¬ 
tunda in Lyme Regis from being removed 
at the last minute. 

The hexagonal advertising structure - commonly 
known as the rotunda - currently stands at Cobb 
Gate and is used to promote upcoming shows at

The committee also hosted events throughout each 
year to fund Candles on the Cobb, including golf days 
and a sponsored cycle from Land’s End back to 
Lyme. 

A statement from the committee said: “Although 
there is no right time to bring an end to such a great 
organisation, after 16 years and £130,000-plus raised, 
the COTC committee concluded it had achieved all 
it had set out to achieve over the years, and much 
more! 

“Local youth groups and national charities have sig¬ 
nificantly benefited from the funds generated by the 
COTC organisation. 

“Seeing how the local youth groups have benefited 
over the years has given the committee huge satisfac¬ 
tion and to hear how the national charities have used 
their money has been very rewarding.

the Marine. But town councillors agreed last month 
to remove the structure, saying it was causing ob¬ 
struction in a congested area of the town. 

The decision sparked outrage among residents 


“The COTC committee would like to express their 
sincere gratitude to all who have supported the organ¬ 
isation during its 16 years of achievements. 

“Without the generosity of the public, sponsors, 
businesses, and the support of the hundreds of helpers 
and organisations, £130,000 would not have been 
raised and distributed to such worthy causes.” 

Committee member Les Herbert added that the 
agreement not to continue “was not an easy decision 
to make”, but said it was becoming harder to raise the 
funds to stage the event each year. 

Donations will still be accepted for the COTC 
causes, but all remaining monies will be distributed 
to local youth groups in Lyme Regis and Uplyme by 
the end of 2016.

and theatre supporters, who handed a petition with 
470 signatures to the mayor asking the council to 
reconsider. 

The local arts community also supported the 
campaign, with paintings and poems about the ro¬ 
tunda being created over the past week, while other 
questioned the legality of the council’s decision. 

The public outcry persuaded six councillors to 
sign a rescinding motion to prevent the removal of 
the rotunda (pictured right), which was scheduled 
to take place last week. 

The rescinding motion was expected to be for¬ 
mally accepted at an extraordinary meeting of the 
town council last night (Tuesday), where it was an¬ 
ticipated that many theatre supported would attend. 

However, the motion does not necessarily mean 
that the rotunda will not be removed in the future. 
The matter was expected to be referred back to the 
Town Management Committee for further consid¬ 
eration. 

Those to sign the rescinding motion were the 
Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
and Councillors Michaela Ellis, Daryl Turner, Sean 
Larcombe, Anita Williams and Jeff Scowen. 

Having said he regretted his original vote to re¬ 
move the rotunda, the council’s newest member 
Jeff Scowen has campaigned to see the decision 
reversed in recent week and encouraged other 
members to sign the motion. 

He commented: “Thanks to the hundreds who 
supported this campaign, especially Peter Wiles 
who organised the petition and John Gooden who 
launched a legal challenge.”

THE Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis 
has confirmed its position as having 
one of the most successful, fully com¬ 
prehensive sixth forms in the country 
with another excellent set of A-level 
results. 

Despite what headteacher Dr 
Richard Steward described as "a very 
turbulent year for exam results", 52 
per cent of Woodroffe's A-level en¬ 
tries were graded with the top marks 
of A*, A or B and 21 per cent A* or A.

Dr Steward said: "This has been a 
very turbulent year for exam results.

with.

A NEW volunteer crew member at Lyme Regis 
lifeboat station has had a vital part of his training 
funded by Lloyd's Register Foundation. 

Seb Cope, 33, from Uplyme, recently travelled 
to the RNLI College in Poole to complete the 
charity's Trainee Crew Course. 

A key part of the course is the sea survival ele¬ 
ment, which enables new volunteers to be 
trained in a variety of crucial subjects, including 
how to abandon ship with a four metre jump into 
water; team survival swimming and coping in a 
liferaft in simulated darkness; how to deal with 
fires aboard lifeboats; how to right a capsized in¬ 
shore lifeboat; and the importance of lifejackets. 

Training took place in the Sea Survival Centre at 
the charity's college, which includes a 25 metre 
wave-generating survival tank, allowing trainees

to experience first-hand some of the scenarios 
they may encounter at sea should they ever need 
to abandon their lifeboat. 

The training was funded by Lloyd's Register 
Foundation (LR Foundation), a UK registered 
charity that connects science, safety and society 
by supporting quality research and promoting 
skills and education. 

The foundation is funding the sea survival ele¬ 
ment of RNLI'sTrainee Crew Courses for a further 
five year period from January 2016 to December 
2020.This additional funding of £1.06million will 
bring their total support for RNLI crew training to 
just over £2.46million. 

Seb said: "It was an incredible week, and the 
training in so many aspects of lifesaving has sim¬ 
ply increased my passion to become a fully qual¬ 
ified sea-going member of the crew in Lyme 
Regis." 

Nick Marks, volunteer lifeboat operations man¬ 
ager in Lyme Regis, added:"The support given by 
LR Foundation is hugely important to the RNLI. 
We are extremely grateful that the foundation 
has chosen to continue to fund sea survival train¬ 
ing, which teaches vital core skills to our volun¬ 
teer crew. 

"This training is vital to help keep volunteers as 
safe as possible while on rescue missions. It 
equips volunteers with essential sea survival 
skills; providing them with the courage, poise 
and self-confidence to save lives even in the most 
perilous seas." 

This donation is just the latest in LR Founda¬ 
tion's relationship with the RNLI, which was 
recognised in 2010 when it received the Group 
Supporter Award from HRH Prince Michael of 
Kent in recognition of its valuable support of the 
charity.

Lyme Regis Gig Club will launch their new Cornish 
sea skiff Sfom? Force and pilot gig Prospero on the 
Cobb slipway at 2.30pm on Sunday, August 28th. 

The launch of these two new boats will enable 
the town's gig club to continue to develop oppor¬ 
tunities for young people, and provide more row¬ 
ing in the South West's fastest growing sport. 

The new fibreglass sea skiff Storm Force will join 
her wooden half sister Gale Force. These light, fast 
sea rowing boats are ideal for young people from 
ages eight to 12 and their families to learn to row 
and become highly proficient members of the 
club's competitive gig rowing teams. 

The skiffs are 15 feet in length and can be rowed 
by one person using two paddles, by a crew of two 
with an oar apiece or by three with paddles and 
oars. 

Adding Storm Force to the club's fleet has been 
made possible thanks to donations from the Mon¬ 
tagu Freemasons Lodge No 665, Candles on the 
Cobb and Lyme Regis Regatta and Carnival. 

The Bank Holiday Sunday will also see the launch

CONTINUING our regular series commemorat¬ 
ing the 100th anniversary of the deaths of all 
men from Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
areas who died in the First World War, we re¬ 
member James Finnemore from Uplyme and 
Felix Herbert Davis, originally from Axminster. 
With thanks to Vernon Rattenbury from the 
Royal British Legion for the research. 

JAMES FINNEMORE 

Private, 1st Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment 
Service No. 25437 

Born in 1896 in Uplyme and died August 24th 
1916 on the Somme, France 

James Finnemore was a bakers assistant by trade be¬ 
fore enlisting at Devizes, Wiltshire, and arrived in 
France some time in 1916. 

In July 1916 his battalion moved towards the 
Somme area. They did not take part in the initial attack 
on the July 1st 1916 but did go into action a few days 
later at Thiepval on July 4th 1916. 

On the July 22nd 1916, together with the 3rd Battal¬ 
ion, Worcestershire Regiment, they assaulted and cap¬ 
tured the Lepzig Salient, including the Hindenburg 
trench. They withstood a number of counter attacks 
by the Prussian Guards, all of which were beaten off. 

With yet more time spent in the trenches over the 
following weeks, other attacks followed. James died 
from wounds received during one of these actions. 

The son of Richard H. and Ellen Finnemore of Up¬ 
lyme, he is buried in Puchevillers British Cemetery, 
Somme, France, grave III.E. 12 and is commemorated 
on the Uplyme war memorial. 



FELIX HERBERT DAVIS 

Lance Corporal, 6th Battalion, Dorsetshire 

Regiment attached to the 1st Battalion, Duke 
of Cornwall’s Light Infantry 
Service No. 16871 

Born in 1890 in Axminster and died August 
29th 1916 on the Somme, France 

Felix Davis had enlisted in the Dorsetshire Regiment 
at Lyme Regis. His battalion, the 6th Dorsets, arrived 
on the Somme March 1916. 

At 7.30am on July 1st 1916, when the Somme Of¬ 
fensive opened, they were held in reserve. The bat¬ 
talion were made ready to attack at 5.30pm across 
ground already strewn with the dead of the Yorkshire 
Infantry from the day’s earlier attacks. This attack was 
cancelled 10 minutes before they were due to go over 
the top. 

Many more actions followed over the next month 
for the battalion and, at some point, Felix became at¬ 
tached to the 1st Battalion, Duke of Cornwall’s Light 
Infantry. 

They took part in the Battle of Longueval, August 
5th to 9th 1916, which was part of the overall Battle 
of Delville Wood, from July 14th to September 3rd 
1916, and it was later during this engagement that he 
was killed in action. 

Son of Felix and Sarah Ann Davis, of Mill Green, 
Lyme Regis, he is buried in Flatiron Copse Cemetery, 
Memetz, France, plot VI.A.6. He is commemorated 
on the Lyme Regis war memorials in the parish 
church and in the town.

I T was the event which 
reduced spectators to 
tears. It was the event 
which demonstrated that 
when it comes to putting on 
a show, no one does it better 
than Lyme. It was the event 
which attracted thousands 
to the town. And it was the 
event that raised tens of 
thousands of pounds for na¬ 
tional good causes and local 
youth organisations. 

I am referring, of course, to Can¬ 
dles On The Cobb - and now it’s 
the event which will be no more.

■ MARINE Theatre supporters have 
been celebrating a reprieve for 
their advertising rotunda at the top of 
Marine Parade. 

Lyme Regis Town Council had de¬ 
cided to remove the rotunda in a bid 
to tidy up the entrance to the Marine 
Parade and to improve the pedestrian 
congestion in that area with the inten¬ 
tion of re-siting the construction in an¬ 
other prime location, possibly along 
the seafront. 

There was uproar from the volun¬ 
teers who work so hard to keep the 
theatre by the sea a going concern. 

A petition was organised, signed by 
more than 400 people, and presented 


guished. The seven-strong commit¬ 
tee who have organised the specta¬ 
cle which was first staged in the 
year 2000 announced this week 
that Candles On The Cobb would 
not be held again. A photograph 
appears on our front page today 
showing the magnificent seven

And such was the outcry 
that six councillors have now signed a 
rescinding motion that was presented 
to the council at a special meeting last 
evening (Tuesday) at which a large 
number of theatre supporters were ex¬ 
pected to attend. 

New councillor Jeff Scowen - nick¬ 
named "Councillor Kardashian"by local 
journalist Geoff Baker because of his 
propensity for grabbing every public¬ 
ity opportunity, took credit for organis¬ 
ing the reprieve motion, much to the 
annoyance of other councillors.

However, I understand that it does 
not necessarily mean that rotunda will 
continue to occupy its present posi¬ 
tion. 

It was due to come down this week, 
but that will now not happen and it is 
likely that the matter will go back to 
the council for further discussion and 
the question of it being relocated to 
another site, I am told, is still firmly on 
the agenda. 


walked the length of Chesil Beach, 
17 miles, to raise money for the Ju¬ 
nior Band to visit Old Lyme in 
Connecticut; ran harvest homes in 
local pubs for at least ten years; or¬ 
ganised a fishing competition for 
Lyme Regis Football Club; built 
sandcastles from the first jetty to 
Cobb beach; and played tiddly¬ 
winks along the seafront to the 
Cobb Arms. 

In doing so they had tremendous 
fun and will readily admit to help¬ 
ing to boost cider sales in the town! 

But Candles On The Cobb took 
them into the premier league of 
fundraising events. It was hugely 
ambitious - the lighting of 5,000 
candles to illuminate Lyme’s iconic 
attraction - the Cobb. 

Both Phil and Mike have that 
wonderful “can-do” attitude and 
the logistics of actually being able 
to light 5,000 candles and prevent 
them from being blown out on one 
of the most exposed locations in the 
town exercised their ingenuity to 
the extreme. 

But they found a way. Candles 
On The Cobb was launched at the 
beginning of the new millenium 
and became much more than an¬ 
other event to impress the visitors. 
They came up with the brilliant 
idea of people being able to buy a 
candle card in memory of a loved 
one. 

When all the candles were lit, 
Elton’s John’s “Candle In The 
Wind”, the song he sang at 
Princess Diana’s funeral, was 
played. There wasn’t a dry eye on 


the seafront. I was privileged to be 
entrusted with the commentary at 
these events, which I considered to 
be a huge privilege and which gave 
me an insight into how much time 
and effort went into the organising 
Candles On The Cobb. 

At the end of the event I usually 
managed to persuade Phil and 
Mike to come to the commentary 
position to be interviewed. By that 
time they were physically drained 
but always got a huge cheer from 
the many thousands who watched 
the results of their efforts. 

The committee have decided that 
the event has run its time as it be¬ 
comes ever more difficult to raise 
sponsorship. 

In the early days the then Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival secretary Paul 
Bohane handled all the adminis¬ 
tration for Phil and Mike. That 
role was later taken on by Alan 
Vian and the committee was 
strengthened by Tina and Les Her¬ 
bert, Adrian Wood and Wes Dow¬ 
ell. 

Candles On the Cobb was held on 
six occasions over 15 years and 
during that time they raised a 
staggering £130,000, half of which 
went to local youth organisations. 

As someone who has ben involved 
in community events in Lyme for 
more than 50 years, I know what a 
huge achievement that is. And 
whilst I mourn its passing, I fully 
understand the decision they have 
made. 

Rest assured, those achieve¬ 
ments will not be forgotten.

VIEW FROM LYME REGIS MEDICAL CENTRE

THE Men's Health Evening held on 
June 22nd proved a great success 
with more than 80 patients partici¬ 
pating; other evening events are 
now planned for the future. 

A new bowel screening pro¬ 
gramme, Bowel Scope, to help iden¬ 
tify bowel cancer, is gradually being 
introduced to patients, starting with 
55 year olds. Patients will be con¬ 
tacted regarding this. 

Age UK holds a nail cutting service 
at the medical centre every Monday. 
There is a charge for this service of 
£12.50 and further information is 
available from reception. 

Extended hours GP provision - the 
nurse practitioner provides bookable 
appointments on Thursday evenings 
from 6.30pm to 7.30pm. GP book¬ 
able evening appointments are held 
6.30pm to 7.30pm, alternating be¬ 
tween Wednesdays and Thursday 
evenings each week. 

A new appointment system will 
soon be implemented with a move 
to more on-the-day appointments 
and fewer pre-bookable ones. This 
has been trialled in other practices 
and appears to work well. 

A text messaging service is now 
available; this enables patients to re¬ 
ceive reminders of their appoint¬ 
ments and other services such as flu 
injections, etc. This means the prac¬ 
tice needs the mobile telephone 
numbers and email addresses of all 
patients. 

By registering for online services 
known as SystmOne Online, patients 
can make GP appointments, request 
repeat prescriptions and have access 
to their coded medical records. 
Please enquire at reception for de¬ 


tails. 

The lack of disabled parking spaces 
outside the medical centre is being 
looked at. There is always a 
wheelchair available for disabled pa¬ 
tients, please enquire at reception. 

Please note that all unwanted or 
unused medicines should be handed 
in to the pharmacy, not the medical 
centre. 

The ambulance/fire service now 
covers five counties - Devon, Dorset, 
Somerset, Wiltshire and Hampshire. 
There are no boundaries, which 
makes the service more efficient so, 
for example, if an ambulance from 
Wiltshire is in our area it will respond 
to a 999 call from Lyme Regis and 
take the patient to hospital. 

Adrian Ragbourne, our guest 
speaker from LymeForward, at¬ 
tended the meeting and reported 
that there will be a Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group consultation in Octo¬ 
ber to be held in Lyme, regarding 
changes to the hospital service. 

At the moment, Poole is being con¬ 
sidered as the main planned hospital 
for this area, with Bridport being our 
nearest Community Hub. Please 
watch the press for details of the 
date of the meeting, as your views 
will be very important on this issue. 

He also stated that the food bank is 
moving away from a physical stock of 
food and in the near future will be re¬ 
placed by food vouchers. 

Just to remind everybody that the 
Minor Injury Unit at our medical cen¬ 
tre is open for minor injuries less 
than 48 hours old, to all residents 
and visitors to Lyme, from 8am to 
8pm Monday to Friday, and on Satur¬ 
day/Sunday from 8am to 1 pm.

I’VE just enjoyed a week’s holiday and during it I’ve 
read a book by Brian Draper called “Soulfulness”. 

Brian is an excellent communicator, and is often on 
BBC Radio 4’s “Thought for the Day” slot at 7.50am. 
He offers a critique of the current popularity for mind¬ 
fulness, in a positive way, by offering something even 
better. 

Mindfulness is a useful tool for helping us to handle 
life’s many distractions - by helping us to focus upon 
the value of the present moment. But, Brian Draper 
argues that such an approach runs the danger of being 
extremely self-centred, or narcissistic. It can leave out 
of the picture the importance of connecting deeply 
both with others around us and even more impor¬ 
tantly, with a “higher power” - God. 

He defines “soul” as that part of our personality that 
relates us into God. It is founded upon deepening a 
personal friendship with God, aided by Jesus Christ, 
the “human face of God”. He claims that often the 
most soulful people are not those for whom life is 
going wonderfully well, but those who “walk with a 
limp” as ones wounded along life’s way. They’ve felt 
the pain, have stopped trying to push it away, and 
have assimilated it instead into their journey.

BETTING ON 
THE FUTURE

MANY people aged 55 and over now have more 
choice when it comes to how they splash their 
retirement cash, thanks to the new pension free¬ 
doms launched last year. 

But new research suggests that, far from look¬ 
ing forward to spending money on far-flung hol¬ 
idays or investing in properties, many over-55s 
are simply worried about how they will get by 
in their later years. 

A survey of people in this age group found 
nearly one in three (30%) say their financial sit¬ 
uation is already "uncomfortable". 

Meanwhile, 42% are worried about running 
out of cash in retirement and 44% are concerned 
about their future financial security. 

The retirement freedoms, introduced in April 
2015, give over-55s a greater ability to use their 
pension pot as they wish, rather than being re¬ 
quired to use their pot to buy a retirement in¬ 
come called an annuity. 

Alongside the reforms, the free, impartial Pen¬ 
sion Wise guidance service has been launched, 
to help people decide how to make the most of 
the freedoms. 

But Experian's research suggests that many 
people planning to take money from their retire¬ 
ment pot early will use it to make ends meet. 

Around one in six (16%) over-55s surveyed 
are likely to withdraw some money from their 
pension pot early, before they reach retirement 
age. 

More than one in three (36%) are considering 
to use the cash to support day-to-day living 
costs, while 27% plan to pay off debts. 

Meanwhile, 15% of over-55s admit they do not 
understand what the financial options are as a 
result of the pension freedoms, according to Ex¬ 
perian's research among more than 1,800 people 
in this age group. 

Nici Audhlam-Gardiner, managing director at 
Saga Investment Services, describes the findings 
as "concerning" adding: "Our research shows 
that 55% of over-50s expect to retire later than 
they did five years ago, or have put their retire¬ 
ment on hold." 

She continues: "Many also under-estimate how 
long they may live, and how long their retire¬ 
ment money needs to last them. 

"When it comes to accessing retirement sav¬ 
ings, people should take care to look at the tax 
implications of withdrawing too much in one go, 
and if possible seek advice to make sure that 
whatever they can spare is invested so it keeps 
earning before it's needed." 























Here are some tips from Experian for taking 
control of your money management in and ap¬ 
proaching retirement: 

• Know what you can afford. Make use of on¬ 
line budgeting tools or get help from bodies such 
as Citizens Advice Bureau if you need help in 
planning your finances. If you take out credit, 
make sure you'll be able to afford to repay what 
you owe on time and in full each month - bear¬ 
ing in mind that your disposable income may re¬ 
duce when you decide to retire. 



• Make sure the Bank of Mum and Dad can af¬ 
ford it. More than a quarter of over-55s have 
supported someone else to buy a property, ac¬ 
cording to previous research from Experian. 
This is despite one in six (15%) of those who 
have supported someone else saying they are 
"not at all" financially comfortable themselves. 

If you are considering supporting a family 
member financially, ensure you realistically 
have the flexibility in your finances to do so and 
that your financial wellbeing won't suffer in the 
future as a result. 

• Just because you retire doesn't mean your 
credit score does. Although you might have paid 
off your mortgage and be virtually debt-free, 
you may wish to access small amounts of credit 
in the future. Keep your credit score in shape by 
regularly checking your credit report and con¬ 
sider using a small amount of credit wisely each 
month. 



• Share your knowledge. Financial stability in 
later life often results from careful planning. It's 
important that younger people don't turn a blind 
eye to the future and get on top of their finances 
at an early age to give them the flexibility to 
plan for the future. Try to ensure you are playing 
your part and help them learn from your experi¬ 
ences - be they good or bad. 

• Be fraud aware. Fraudsters are increasingly 
targeting older people with scams to invest cash 
into fake schemes that can seem very convinc¬ 
ing. Be extra-vigilant in protecting your infor¬ 
mation online - always use strong, unique 
passwords for your online accounts, never share 
bank or other sensitive details via email, and 
check your bank statements and credit report for 
unusual activity. 


TOP TIPS FOR HELPING AN 
OLDER PARENT GO ON HOLIDAY 

PLAN AHEAD: Older people may worry more about travelling and 
be more anxious about the practicalities of travelling by bus, train or 
air and by the physical strain. They may also worry about a foreign 
climate or unknown environment. So the first thing to do is to plan 
ahead. Discuss with your parent the sort of holiday they might enjoy, 
the places they fancy going to, length of travel they feel comfortable 
with and the type of accommodation they might enjoy. This will vary 
by preference and also depending on if they are travelling with their 
partner, friends, alone or wish to join a group. 

ELIMINATE ANXIETY: Discuss any concerns your parent may 
raise about travelling and discuss solutions to their worries so they 
can look forward to their trip without recurrent anxiety. 

PRE-TRAVEL ASSESSMENT: A pre-travel health consultation 
may reveal the need for special advice on the mode of travel, choice 
of destinations and route. Always ask your parent’s doctor for ade¬ 
quate medications to cover the whole trip and with some to cover 
possible delays. Familiar medications may be difficult to obtain lo¬ 
cally overseas and may have different names or tablet doses. 

BE AWARE ON THE IMPLICATIONS OF PRE-EXISTING 
ILLNESS: Those taking medicines for chronic conditions may have 
more difficulty remembering to take their tablets when away from 
home. Reduced stomach acidity may predispose older people to 
gastro-intestinal infection. Hot climates may aggravate low blood 
pressure especially in those on anti-hypertensives or anti-Parkinson 
drugs - this can cause problems in those who get transient cerebral 
ischaemic attacks (TIA's). There is a greater likelihood of accidents 
in the elderly especially in unfamiliar surroundings. Poorer balance 
and postural stability make falls more likely. Reaction can be slower. 
Brittle bones in the elderly make fractures more likely. Capacity 
for exercise is often reduced with ageing. Impairment in sight and 
hearing loss can cause confusion in unfamiliar situations - for 
example in reading important notices or hearing loudspeaker 
announcements. Poor short-term memory may mean that travel 
proves more stressful. 

VACCINATIONS: Vaccinations take time. Consult your parent’s 
doctor or nurse as soon as possible, ideally at least four weeks before 
travelling. Age is not a contraindication for any vaccine and even if 
you have received the vaccine before boosters may now be neces¬ 
sary .While age and experience may help travellers to be more careful 
to avoid risks, vaccinations are as important for older people as at 
any age. Age gives no extra 'natural' immunity to inf ections and it 
can make older people more likely to become ill or have complica¬ 
tions. 

BOOKING HOLIDAYS: People are now living longer and such 
is life that few of us are spared from developing age related ailments 
like arthritis, osteoporosis, circulatory and respiratory conditions, 
things that can often affect mobility. When booking holidays for the 
elderly, do not assume that the travel agent, or if booking indepen¬ 
dently, the accommodation owner is aware of individual care needs. 
This must be clearly explained at the time of booking to avoid any 
disappointment. It’s also a good idea to research the resort, locate the 
nearest medical centre and check the layout of your accommodation. 
The last thing you want is to find yourself in a villa that has no flat 
access or ground floor rooms when you have mobility difficulties. 

HOT CLIMATES: High temperatures can be dangerous for older 
people and can cause cramps, heat exhaustion and heatstroke, which 
can be fatal. Drinking plenty of water and keeping hydrated is essen¬ 
tial. Taking medication can also have adverse effects in hot weather. 
Diuretics, sedatives, tranquilizers, heart and blood pressure medica¬ 
tions can make it harder for the body to cool itself, so it’s wise to seek 
medical advice regarding holidays for your parent before they travel. 
Also, make sure they use high factor protective sun creams, as aged 
skin tends to be thinner and sunburn can be worse, making them more 
susceptible to skin cancer. 

IN FLIGHT: Lack of exercise in airports and on aircraft can result 
in venous thrombosis and possibly pulmonary embolism. Swollen 
ankles can result from sitting still for long periods in a restricted 
space. Regular exercises on flights are very important and the aircrew 
may be able to advise your parent. Angina and breathlessness can be 
worse at high altitude and sometimes in aircraft. If warned in advance 
the airlines may provide additional oxygen. Those with unstable or 
insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, confusional states and urinary 
incontinence can have difficulties during flights - usually manageable 
if you are prepared in advance.

That said, Bridge 
House has just been

the restaurant. 

I took my sister along 
to sample some of their 
culinary delights, and as 
I didn’t have to drive, 
treated myself to a 
couple of glasses of 
sparkling wine. 

As we excitedly 
drooled over the menu, 
the staff couldn’t have 
been more accommodat¬ 
ing, offering a selection 
of sparkling wines and 
even presenting my 
sister’s soft drink (she 
was the driver!) in a 
beautiful martini glass, 
before placing down 
some delicious canapes. 

Although there were 
numerous items on the 
menu that caught our 
fancy and we did want to 
sample a range of 
different dishes, we have 
similar tastes and were 
both smitten by the same 
main - pan seared sea 
bass with squid ink crab 
tortellini, samphire, salt 


and pepper squid and 
seafood reduction. 

For starters I decided 
on the Lyme Bay 
scallops with tempura 
cauliflower, horseradish 
and apple while she went 
for the pigeon breast with 
pearl barley, pickled 
mushrooms and 

blue vinney. 

We were given a 
choice of where we 
wished to sit as their 
patio was beautifully laid 
out with dinners already 
tucking into their meals, 
but we chose to sit in 
the restaurant. 

The first course arrived 
quickly and again, like 
last time, tucked in 
before taking a photo of 
the very well presented 
starters before shortly 
realising and insisting my 
sister stop immediately 
so I could get a snap of 
hers too. 

We were both curious 
as to how the pigeon 
breast would go with the 
blue cheese and mush¬ 


room flavours, both not 
being lovers of blue 
cheese, but it all went 
together so well and was 
absolutely delicious!

The service was 
excellent and the perfect 
amount of time was 
left in between starters 
and mains. 

Our sea bass arrived, 
also beautifully 

presented, and it was a 
bigger sized portion than 
I was expecting with 
generous helpings of 
samphire, squid and crab 
ravioli - all fantastically 
cooked and great tastes 
to compliment the fish. 

I did have to admit 
defeat, which was hard 
to do as the sea bass 
was one of the best I had 
ever had. 


But to have the full 
experience, we obviously 
had to have a pudding, 
both feeling quite full, we 
decided to share the dark 
chocolate and orange 
torte with pistachio 
ice cream and candied 
pistachios and I also 
enjoyed a liqueur coffee 
and truffles to finish the 
meal off. 

We are now making 
plans to take my mum, 
but after I told her what a 
fantastic meal it was, she 
couldn’t wait and has 
already organised to visit 
with a friend!

Trevor Denham 

Trevor lives just outside Portesham, I don't know if 
you have heard of him. He will be accompanied by Mike 
Denham who has also worked with the jazz greats. 

Trevor Whiting is one of the most in demand reed 
players on the British Jazz scene. He combines master¬ 
ful, spontaneous improvisation with a rich sound that 
makes his lyrical playing both exciting and beautiful. 
Whilst he principally leans towards mainstream jazz he 
is equally secure playing classic jazz, blues and ballads, 
all the way through to bebop. He is a self-taught musi¬ 
cian who switched to the clarinet from the Tenor Horn 
on hearing the distinctive sound of Sidney Bechet as a 
teenager. 

He is currently a member of the BIG Chris Barber 
band, regularly touring the UK and Europe and was for¬ 
merly in Clare Teal's band and features on her early 
recordings. 

Trevor is also a regular member of Tad Newton's Jazz 
Friends and The Bateman Brothers Band, whose album 
won the British Jazz Album of the Year award 2011, as 
well as working with Keith Nichols, Martin Litton, and 
with singers, including Cate Cody, Val Wiseman and 
Mellow Bakuh, who delight in his sensitive accompany¬ 
ing style. 

His playing has been compared to that of Ben Web¬ 
ster, Scott Hamilton and Johnny Hodges, to whom one 
ofTrevor's own haunting compositions is dedicated. He 
is passionate about Jazz in all its forms, about nature 
and the environment, and about spending time with 
his two boys, who attend Portesham Primary school. 
He lives with them and his wife in Dorset. 

Mike Denham 

Mike discovered jazz at university and, for years, jug¬ 
gled a career as a chemical engineer with band and 
solo performances. American pianists Jelly Roll Morton, 
Pete Johnson and Ralph Sutton (first heard in the Judge 
Jefferies restaurant in Dorchester, Dorset!) are Mike's 
heroes. 

As a young man Mike was asked to duet with the 
great Humphrey Lyttleton on Hump's hit "Bad Penny 
Blues", a number inspired by boogie woogie pioneer 
Cripple Clarence Lofton. This kindled a lifelong interest 
in the style which has been rewarded in recent years by 
opportunities to perform as featured soloist at the UK 
International Boogie Woogie Festival. 

These days Mike's piano playing ranges from the very 
earliest days of jazz with ragtime and blues, through 
Fats Waller's "Stride" style, much-loved popular jazz 
standards from the "Great American Songbook" and 
1950's style Rock'n' Roll created by the likes of Chuck 
Berry and Fats Domino. A feature of his solo concerts 
much enjoyed by audiences is a liberal sprinkling of 
anecdotes about the music and the colourful lives of 
the musicians who invented it. 

For nearly thirty years Mike has also led the seven 
piece New Orleans style jazz band, the Sunset Cafe 
Stompers. Based in the West Country, this band has na¬ 
tional reputation and today it is as busy as ever, thanks 
to its undimmed respect for the tradition of ensemble 
improvisation, some tight arrangements of jazz classics 
and a broad repertoire.

A few mini species were landed 
which did not count in this match but 
one or two wrasse showed that were 
sizeable; unfortunately they did not 
attain a very high specimen percent¬ 
age. 

Eventually three West Bay mem¬ 
bers, Nathan McMaster, Ollie Butler 
and Jack Parkman did catch a few 
mackerel which would put them in 
the running and it was these three that 
would make it to the prize-winning 
table. 

Ultimately, some good-sized garfish 
topped West Bay’s catches and took 
the three trophy-winning positions. 

But congratulations go to Nathan 
McMaster who came joint 4th overall 
with his 11 oz, 45.83% mackerel with 
Ollie Butler winning the best over 12s 
position (9oz 4 dram 38.54% mack¬ 
erel) with Jack Parkman runner-up 
over 12s (8oz 33.33% mackerel). 

Full results will be available on the 
club’s website. The boys went away 
happy with prizes of rods and reels 
and every competitor received a 
goody bag.
